Cabinet Representation. 

Our local contemporary has all at onco 
become profoundly impressed with tho 
necossity of having British Columbia re- 
presented in the Federal Cabinet. Wo 
say "all at onco," because it was not until 
the subject was quite recently taken up 
by an evening paper of no very great pre- 
tensions at Ottawa that the local print, 
had a word to say about it. How and 
why the evening paper referred to came to 
so warmly espouse tho cause of the Paci- 
fic Province is already sufficiently under- 
stood both here and at Ottawa. But it is 
with the local organ that wo have more 
particularly to do. Not content with co- 
pying the articles from its Ottawa con- 
frere and endorsing them with that unc- 
tion so becoming a grateful subsidiary, it 
has resorted to its accustomed work of 
misstating facts. This journal is repre- 
sented as opposad to British Columbia 
being represented in tho Dominion Cabi- 
net, beeauso "it thinks there is but ono 
man among thorn all (i.e. Mr. DeCosmos) 
who in point of oxporionce and ability 
would stand any chance whatever of be- 
ing offered a portfolio in the Dominion 
Govornmont,nnd ho blinded by prejudice is 
it against that one that it would very much 
rathor see British Columbia ignored alto- 
gether in this very important matter than 
ho should be tnkoninto the Cabinet." This 
forcibly rominds us of Cuvier's comment 
on somebody's definition of a crub as a 
lish that walks backwards, that, "with tho 
exception that a crab is not a fish, and 
that it docs not walk backwards, the des- 
cription is admirable." So, with tho ex- 
ception that Mr. DeCosmos is not consi- 
dered the only man among them all fit to 
take a portfolio, and that wo would not 
rathor seo British Columbia loft out than 
DeCosmos taken in, the above is an ad- 
mirable description of tho attitude of this 
journal anent tho question in hand Only 
onco boforo have -wo touched upon this 
subject, and that was on Wednesday morn- 
ing; and to that article the reader is refer- 
red in support of tho assortion that tho 
charge made by our local contomporary is 
as false as it undoubtedly is malicious. It is 
not this journal that would bar the way 
of Mr.De Cosmos to the Federal Cabinet. 
It is the egotism of his own ambition that 
warps his forecasts and prevents him from 
reading aright the lessons thrown iu his 
way. Undoubtedly Britisli Columbia 
would have a right to expect that, if she 
sends to Ottawa men fit to bo Cabinet 
Ministers, one of them shall be taken in 
whenever a proper opportunity offers; and 
we, as British Columbians, would bo doing 
ourselves great injustice if wo did not say 
that we hope and earnestly desire to seo 
British Columbia assigned her true posi- 
tion in this respect. But, then, she must 
win the scat, not by such misernblo trick- 
ery as it has been our painful duty recent- 
ly to expose, but by brains. "With brains, 
sir," promptly roplied the boy in tin 
mines bred, when asked what be mixed 
his paint with. And so it is with 
Cabinet making, — it is brains, not mere 
territorial lines and egotistical preten- 
sions that must give this Province a Heat 
in the Cabinet. Wo have said that Mr. 
DeCosmos is not regarded as the only 
member from this Province fit to take a 
portfolio. Now that this matter has been 
forced upon us, we will say what other- 
wise might have been loft unsaid: A 
knowledge of what has recently been 
transpiring at Ottawa leads us to con- 
clude that Mr. DeCosmos is not now re- 
garded as the member from the Pacific 
having either the strongest claims or the 
best chance. In truth, he has been so un- 
fortunate as to pursue a course which has 
rendered his chances of being invited to 
take a scat in tlie Cnbinet infinitesimal 
indeed. This niaVbe unfortunate for Bri- 
tish Columbia; bnt it is true, neverthe- 
less. But our local contemporary has 
not contented itself with misrepresenting 
this journal. It says: — "Wo aro told that 
nil but one of our representatives signed 
n "round robin" disclaiming any desire 
on tho part of their constituents, or on 
their own part, to seo tbiB Provinco re- 
presented in the Dominion Cabinot; and 
tho reason alleged for this extraordinary 
course is, that they did not wish to place 
themselves in 'a falso position before tho 
peoplo of tho Dominion,' by making such 
a request!" Who told it that ? Certain- 
ly not this journal. No, nor any other 
journal; but that perverse spirit of untruth 
which is within it.

Of Hir John Macdonald, ho proceeds 
to any. "Ho is personally above sus- 
picion of corrupt gain, which is more 
than can be said of those who most bit- 
terly denounce his corruption. There 
is no roiiHon to doubt, on the contrary 
there is reason to believe, Unit lie 
would willingly have his name associ- 
ated with good measures and preserved 
in grateful recollection of his country."

Quarantine- 

At a time when certain contagious dis- 
eases nvo understood to have made their 
appearance in communities with which 
otkr relations are sufficiently intimate to 
suggest precautionary measures, if not ex- 
cite alarm, a glance at the Quarantine re- 
gulations just issued for the Dominion 
may not bo thought inopportune. These 
rogulations are in the form of a proclama- 
tion, issued by the Governor in Council, 
under authority of Act of Parliament, and 
dated 21st Jan., 1878, First of all, it is 

Erovided that "Every vessel is and shall 
e liahlo to Quarantine which lias come 
from any infected port, or on board of 
which any death from contagious disease 
has taken place during the passage, or on 
board of whioh there has been or shall be 
any infections or coutngious disease." 
Having thus laid down the basis, the 
duties of Quarantine officers and pilots, 
and tho duties and responsibilities of 
masters ofjvessels, respectively, are deline- 
ated. The master of any such vessel as 
abovo described shall, within two marine 
miles of any part of the shoreof Canada, 
hoist a yellow llag at the must head, and 
shall continue the same uutil entry of the 
harbor, and until permitted by the Quar- 
antine officor to lower the name. It is 
made the duty of pilots to bo supplied 
with these regulations and exhibit the 
same to masters of vessels boarded by 
them, under penalty not exceeding 'JO 
dollars. Hueh vessel shall either 
anchor or come to at a distance of not 
loss than a mile and half from the land- 
ing place to which sho is bound, uutil ex- 
amined and permission has been given to 
proceed. Should such vessel bo found 
liable to quarantine, tiie master shall, upon 
being thereunto instructed by the Quar- 
antine officer, take his vessel to the Quar- 
antine ground assigned to him by such 
officer, and in the event of contravention 
or broach of such orders, the 
Quarantine officer may cause tho vessel 
to bo sent to such Quarantine ground, 
and, in addition thereto, the vessel and 
the master thereof shall be liable to a 
a ponalty of four hundred dollars. Quar- 
antine officors may proceed alongside of 
all vessels arriving at any port in Canada, 
and in thoir discretion may, and in the 
event of the yellow flag being hoisted as 
horeinboforo required, shall proceed on 
board without delay, and shall then forth- 
with make the prescribed investigation. 
Should tho result be satisfactory, a clean 
bill of health shall be granted; but if the 
result be not satisfactory, or if there is 
roason to beliovo that tho master has mis- 
represented tho facts, or concealed any 
information, or if the Quarantino officer 
has roason to anticipate danger to tho 
public hoalth, such Quarantine oflicor 
shall report tho facts of the case to tho 
Department of Agriculture at the City of 
Ottawa, and tho Minister of Agriculture 
may direct that the vessel shall be sent 
to any ono of tho regular Quarantino 
Stations, or tho Quarantine officer may 
use the vessel itself for purposes of Quar- 
antine and as a Quarantino depot when 
tho Medical Attendant shall certify that it 
is unnecessary to remove tho passengers, 
crow or cargo from tho vessel, and in 
such latter case the Medical foes shall bo 
payable by Lho master of tho vessel. Tho 
Quarantine officer is empowered, should 
ho think fit, to employ a medical attend- 
ant, who shall bo paid reasonable oompen- 
»ation,not excooding four dollars for each 
visit, and tho aggregate amount of medi- 
cal foos so payable in such respect shall 
bo refunded and paid by the master of 
tho vessel to tho Quarantino officor, and 
no clearance shall be given to the ship 
until bucIi fees have boon paid. But such 
fees aa aforesaid shall not be required or 
exacted in cases where tho vessel has pro- 
ceeded to a regular Quarantine Station. 
A vessel shall have the right, before break- 
ing bulk, to put to sea in preference to 
being quarantined. Masters of vessels, 
whether liable to quarantine or not, shall 
come to when hailed by a Quarantino offi- 
cor or any poison thereunto deputed by a 
Quarantino officer in that capacity. Tho 
Collector of Customs of each and every 
j>ort of Canada, exccjit the regular Quar- 
antino Stations of Quebec, Halifax, and 
St. John, New Brunswick, and any other 
Regular Quarantine Station which may 
hereafter be established by Proclamation 
of the Governor General, is thereby au- 
thorized to act as a Quarantine officer, 
under the provisions of these Regulations 
and shall by virtuo of such office be a 
Juatico of tho Peace. Any person contra* 
vening any Regulation hereby made shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding four 
hundred dollars in any case, and the of- 
fender upon conviction shall be imprison- 
ed until such penalty be paid. No vessel 
■hall bo entered or cleared at any Custom 
Houhc in Canada, until all t ho require- 
ments of these Regulations are fully com- 
pliod with, and any person, vessel or thing, 
who or which has passed or departed or 
been removed from any Quarantino 
Ground before all the requirements of 
such Regulations are fully complied with 
in respect of such person, vessel or thing 
or without tho written permission of the 
Officer cmpoworod to authorize such pass- 
ing or departure may bo compelled to re- 
turn or bo earned back to such Quaran- 
tine Ground or bo sent to any regular 
Quarantine Station, and by force 
ifnecossary. Power is also given to on- 
forco tho duo performance of quarantine, 
and tho disinfecting of goods and passon- 
gers, and any disobedience or contraven- 
tion of orders or acts lawfully given or 
done by the oflicor shall bo misdemeanor, 
and may be dealt with accordingly. Itis 
provided that tlioso regulations shall not 
apply to any vessel of war, or to trans- 
ports or vessels^havingthe Queen's Troops 
on board accompanied by a Medical Offi- 
cor, nnd in a healthy state, or to any Steam- 
er unless sickness or death may have oc- 
curred during the passage. Such are, in 
substance, tho Quarantino Regulations 
now ill force throughout tho Dominion, 
save only in respect of the above specific 
exemptions; and H will bo observed that, 
for British Columbia, the Collector of 
Customs is conctitulud t],n Quarantine 
Officer.

Mr Rhodes urged tho admission of 
Kami to bail. 

Inspoctor Bowden said that on Monday 
he would show good renson why Kami 
should bo held. 

The Magistrate then said that Kami 
would be remanded till Monday and tho 
others for ono week. 

" Charloy," a Flathead Indian, was next 
placed in the dock, charged with being 
concerned in the same tragedy, and his 
case was also postponed for ono week.

The Three-fold Murder on 
San Juan Island. 

Have wo got the Assassins ? 

Yesterday morning two Kanaka boys, 
brothers, and residents of San Juan 
Island, named "Joe" and "Kio," wore 
arrested in town charged with being con- 
cerned in the murder of Capt. Dwyer, his 
wifo and their unborn child. Later in 
tho day an old Kanaka, who is said to 
have been lurking in Lake District for 
some days, and a Flathead Indian called 
" Charley," were brought in, charged 
with being concerned in tho same crime. 
The Police went to Sea Bird Island on 
Thursday night and searched the Indian 
huts there for proceeds of the crime, but 
found nothing. Returning to town early 
yesterday morning, Mr. T. G. Murphy of 
San Juan Island, and Cornelius Francis 
arrested "Joe," the eldest of tho two 
brothers, on Yates street. " Joo " ap- 
peared to understand the gravity of the 
situation at onco and is credited with hav- 
ing i aid, " Charloy knows all about it!" 
"Joo" was marched off to gaol, whither 
his brother had preceded him, and was 
locked up. Charley, tho Indian, was 
met on Fort street by Cornelius Francis, 
a special constable, as ho was walking 
into town with his clootchman, and taken 
to prison. Charley is the fellow who 
found the body of P. Stooker, tho post- 
house suicide" last winter, and deftly 
stripped the body of its good clothes and 
substituted his own ragged habiliments 
therefor. He is looked upon ^ as a 
thoroughly bad Indian. "Joe" and 
"Kio" are tho children of a Kanaka fa- 
ther and an Indian mother, and are aged 
18 and 1C years respectively. On tho 
Wednesday preceding the discovery of 
tho murders, Charley and they borrowed 
a gun from a neighbor of their father's 
and went out ostensibly to shoot game. 
When tho gun was returned the same 
evening there was blood on tho barrel, 
the presence of which they explained by 
saying that they shot three pigeons and 
swung them across the gun barrel for con- 
venience in carrying. They say they came 
to Victoria to see the Queen's Birthday 
sports. It is due to special officer McMil- 
lan to say that the information on which 
these men were arrested came from him by 
telegraph, Jlie being on San Juan Island, 
working up tho case.

A Deplorable Case in En- 
gland 

[Correspondence nf the Cincinnati Commercial.) 

London, April 10th, 1872 — A story 
of extraordinary smlnoss bus just been 
laid before us. Somo little time ago a 
valuable American law book was mis- 
sed from the library of the Inrer Tom- 
pie. Subsequently it was noticod by a 
barrister in a second-hand book-shop. 
An investigation was made as to how 
it got there, and it was proved conclu- 
sively that it had been stolen by Hugh 
Weigh tmaii, a barrister, and sold to 
tho bookseller for ten shillings. Un- 
fortunately there was no possibility of 
escapo, and the jury found the prisoner 
guilty, with a strong recommendation 
to mercy on account of the previous 
high character which he had boruo, a 
charactor to which Archbishop Man- 
ning, especially, bore tho warmest 
testimony. The name of Weightman 
recalled to the public a very painful 
event which happened not very long 
ago. A barrister died suddenly under 
circumstances which showed that the 
primary cause of his death was starva- 
tion. A letter appeared in the "Times" 
giving an account of the poor gentle- 
man's life , its utter destitution and 
misery, in such an impiCHsivo way 
that no one could ever forget it. That 
letter was signed H. Weightman, who, 
it now turns out, was the dead man's 
companion in wretchedness and despair. 
So we have the tragedy of two members 
of the English bar, men of high posi- 
tion and education, sinking — one into 
death, tho other into moral ruin — 
through poYerty. When Weightman 
wtts asked the usual question whether 
he had anything to say, ho rose with 
deep emotion and said: "I rise to ask 
your Lordship seriously to disregard 
the generous recommendation to mercy 
by the jury. I desire no mercy." After 
a few vague, rambling remarks in de- 
precation of tho evidence on which he 
had been convicted, lie continued as 
follows: "I know my doom is fixed. I 
havo no wish to go agaii* into the 
world. I beliovo your lordship has 
power to sentence me to five years' 
penal servitude. I court that sentence 
I cannot Buffer more than I have suffer- 
ed. I have gone for weeks and months 
without a dinner — living on bread and 
tea. I sold the coat from my back, the 
shirt from my body to supply my 
daily wants; but I never have boon 
charged, I never have been guilty of dis- 
honesty. I have worked hard on the 
shelves of Inner Temple library. There 
aro books of which I am tha author, 
and which I presented to the library, 
of more valuo than tho odd volume 
which has formed tho subject of the 
charge against me. I havo done all 
that mortal man oould do to obtain an 
honest livelihood. Tho character I havo 
maintained as a man of honor being 
now cut from under me, I can never 
again associate with gentlemen, and I 
shall only bo too glad if your lordship 
will inllict upon nio the full mood of 
punishment within your power, in tho 
hope that before the extent of it has 
elapsed I may find in a felon's gravo 
that repose which I have vainly sought 
in tho pursuits of life, 

Tho Judge said ho would disregard 
the plon of tho prisoner against; mitiga- 
tion of hiti sentence, and in addition to 
being disbarred he was sentenced to 
six months' imprisonment.

A Female Farmer 

(From tho Prairie Farmer.) 

We lately had the pleasure of ''inter- 
viewing" a Miss A., of Illinois, who, 
for somo years past, has been engaged 
in carrying on a farm of 12Q acres. Her 
father died, leaving a widow and , wo 
believe, two daughters and a boy, of 
whom Miss A. was the eldest, and the 
boy a lud of ten or a dozen years old. 
She found the health of her mother, 
who was endeavouring to manage the 
farm witli hired help; failing, and con- 
cluding that she would rather keep 
her mother than get an education, she 
left the seminary in 1863, and com- 
menced fanning. The farm at that 
time consisted of 80 acres of the home 
farm, about half of which was in culti- 
vation; and at a little distance were 
forty acres more, all in cultivation. 
The home farm had a pretty good 
house, but the barn had recently been 
burned, and tho fences were not good. 
Twelve acres had been planted to 
apples of good varieties. She had one 
horse, and got the loan of another 
from a friend, who also aids and is 
aided in turn by lending implements, 
etc. She has now a good team of her 
own raising, besides a horse that does 
duty in the market waggon. So she 
went to work, with tho aid of her little 
brother, and to some extent of her mo- 
ther and sister, who took charge of the 
housekeeping. She learned to do near- 
ly all kinds of worlc. She does not 
plough much, but she can do it. She 
took out fifty to one hundred stumps 
in one year with spade and ax, at the 
same time assisting her brother who 
was drilling wheat. She bound and 
shocked wheat, and can drive team 
well. Sho can use the axe pretty well; 
formerly she could chop better than 
her brother, but now he chops as well 
as she can herself, and she does less of 
it. She wears u gymnastic suit when 
at homo and at work, a broad-brimmed 
hat, gloves and boots made to order. 
She wishes to look as well as other 
girls, and thus protects herself from 
the exposure resulting from out-door 
labour. She likes the open-air life and 
tho out-door work and is healthy and 
and strong. Most of tho home farm 
is cultivated in corn, though she has 
eight acres in grass and twelve in 
orchard. Sho raised twenty-three acres 
of winter wheat in 1872. It was a fine 
crop, but she lost from three to five 
acres from tho failure of the man she 
had engaged to cut it in time, Even 
then with scarce and inefficient labour 
by that noble class of men that are al- 
ways willing to take advantage of 
those who cannot help themselves, it 
costlier $80 to harvest ami thresh tho 
wheat. Yet she got 460 bushels of 
wheat, weighing (12 pounds to tho 
bushel. The young orchard bore a good 
deal of fruit in 1872, and she sold 100 
barrels of summer apples, and has 160 
bushels of apples now in her collar.
